His books are neatly kept, his apportionment of revenue 
properly made, as directed by statute and disbursement wpon 
evidence of indebtedness issued and registered under due 
anthority of law. 

All old bonds hare been examined, checked, computed 
and found correct. His quarterly reports have been promptly 
made to the Controller; all balances checked. 

The interest has been computed upon ail warrants re- 
deemed and, with few exceptions, found correct. The excep- 
tions are in a few instances where he paid too much interest, 
amounting in the aggregate to $17 33-100 (seventeen and 
thirty-three one-hundreths dollars), the difference being paid 
back into the Treasury.
